New Military Order Restricting the Residence ot Jewish 
Soldiers. 

Imperial Order restricting the selection by Jewish soldiers of places of 
residence during short terms of absence from the Service :— 

The Military Council, sharing the opinion of the Chief of the General Staff 
on the above subject (Minutes of the Council of Febrnary 18th, 1806), has 
resolved: That Art. 637, Book VII. of the Military Code of 1896, be augmented 
by a Note, in accordance with the Recommendation attached. 

This resolution, as well the recommendation for the addition to Art, 637. 
Book VII. of the Military Code of 1869, was confirmed by His Imperial Majesty 
on March (th, 1806, 

The original is marked: “Confirmed by His Imperial Majesty, March 9th; 
1806." (Signed), VANNOVsKIY, 
Adjutant-General, Minister of War. 

The present reading.—“Art. 637: Soldiers and non-commissioned officers 
who obtain short leave of absence, may select for residence any place within the 
Empire.” 

Proposed alteration.—Art. 657, Soldiers, &c: “ Note—Jewish soldiers and 
non-commissioned officers who, prior to entering the service, had not the right 
of residence in all places of the Empire, are subject, when on short leave of 
absence, to the general laws relating to the temporary residence of Jews outside 
their Pale of Settlement (Vol. XIV. of Law Code, Statute of Passports, edition 
1#90).”

Only Christians may Deal in Spirits. 
According to the Odessa newspapers not a single license for the sale of wines 
and spirits has yet been issued to a Jew. 

~The Bessarabshiy Viestnik (“ Bessarabian Messenger continues tocomplain 
of the position in which the Bessarabian vine growers are now placed. “ Being 
ignorant of the new restriction enforced upon Jews as regards the sale of wine, 
the vine growers have hitherto depended upon their old customers in the Kherson 
Province, who are mostly Jews. Those growers who now send their wine there 
either have to bring it back to their villages or sell it at ridiculously low prices, 
Such occurrences are daily taking place, and are causing consternation among 
the wine producers.” 

The Nedelya (“ Week”) states that the establishment of the Government 
monopoly of the liquor trade in the Southern Provinces is affecting a great 
number of Jews there. 

A Synagogue Ordered to be Removed. 

A correspondent in the Sibirskiy Viestnik writes from Kainsk: “ A church 
is being built for the Female Gymnasium next door to the synagogue, which has 
stood here for the last century. The synagogal authorities have been told that 


they will have to remove their synagogue, as Jewish places of worship are not . 


allowed by law to be situated within 700 feet of a church.” 
Jewish Students and the Conservatoire. 

The notice of the St. Petersburg Conservatoire states that Jews desirous of 
becoming students must produce the permission of the Chief of the Police 
allowing them to reside in the city. The question for the Jews is how to obtain 
such certificates. 

Renewed Expulsions from Kieff. 

The Kieff police are busy expelling Jews from the suburbs, The Avyerskoye 
Slorv writes :— 

“In 1894 a census of Jews living in the Nikolskava and Predmostnava 
suburbs was taken, and the police then found that over 120 Jewish families had 
no right of residence there according to the Temporary Regulations of Jrd May, 
1882. The local Ispravnik then gave orders for the expulsion of 45 of these 
families. The order was appealed against, but the Provincial Office confirmed 
it. Recently the Ispravnik has again issued an order for the immediate expulsion 
of those Jews who have no right to live in the suburbs. The order affects over 
500 souls, and those who undertook in writing to leave within the prescribed 
time, are being forcibly ejected by the police. The whole of the Jewish popula- 
tion of both suburbs are in a state of. great anxiety in consequence of other 
orders recently issued by the Provincial Office and the Ispravnik.” 

The following are a few facts of Jew-hunting in NKiectl: On the night of 
the 7th June (19th) last, the police arrested 48 Jews in the Plosskiy District, 
On the night of the 11th June (23rd) 20 Jews were arrested in the Bulvarniy district 
On the night of the 26th June (July &th) ten Jews were arrested in the Province 
of Libedsk. These Jews have not “the right of residence” in Kieff and will 
be expelled, 

Russian Jows and their Charity Funds. 

The Pereyaslav Jewish community has petitioned for a sum of about 
16,000 roubles from the Jewish Meat Tax Fund for the purpose of building an 
infirmary in commemoration of the Coronation of their Imperial Majesties. 
The community has, however, been informed that the petition cannot be 
granted. 

The Prefect of Odessa has, according to the local press, recommended the 
Minister of the Interior to allow 15,000 roubles of the Jewish Meat Tax Fund to 
be expended on the building of the Odessa (Male) Gymnasium, to which Jews 
are admitted only in small numbers. On June 28th (July 10th), the Prefect was 
informed by the Minister of the Interior that neither he nor the Minister of 
Finance had any objection to the expenditure of the sum as recommended, 


The Ten Per Gent. Limit. 

The notices of the Kieff University contain the following :— 

* Persons of the Jewish religion will besadmitted to the University of St. 
Vladimir in such manner that their number shall not exceed 10 per cent. of the 
students admitted to the University this year. Foreign Jews must present the 
prescribed certificates allowing them to reside in Russia.” 

Jewish Visitors to the Nijni-Novgorod Exhibition. 

A “Jewish” Committee, under the presidency of Mr. A. K, Boldirev, sat 
recently at Nijni-Novgorod to examine the documents of Jews who came to the 
fair and exhibition to ascertain their “right of residence” in the town. Up to 


June 23rd (July Sth), 8v0 Jews had arrived, and the “ Jewish” Committee found 
that three Jews only had no right of residence in the town, of which fact a report 
will be made to the Governor of the Province.

RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 

Sirn.—The letter of Mr. Herschkowitz in your issue of the 14th inst. deserves 
more attention than it has received, if only to remove the false impressions 
under which it was written, impressions, I am sorry to say, too generally held. 

The religious education of the Jewish children in London is viewed as 
though it concerned only those who have been recently driven to these shores by 
the cruelties of the Russian Government ; it is their children and their supposed 
special sentiments that must be provided for and studied, the large a of 
nl other children are ignored—their parents’ wishes are not to he considered. 

The Education Board has undertaken the supervision of the classes for 
teaching religion and Hebrew to Jewish children attending metropolitan Board 
Schools ; they have refused to extend their duties beyond these, and as, without 
including the Sabbath Classes, the number of children in the nine Board Schools 
at present influenced is over 9,00), with quite as many more In other Board 
Schools. waiting almost hopelessly for their turn to come, the Education Board 
has a fairly heavy task in hand. 

It is true that barely 5,000 children out of the 9.000 attend the classes of the 
Roard. and that the Talmud Torah classes in Gt. Garden Street, with 650 
children, are crowded, and sadly require more space and room for the hundreds 
who ask to be.admitted, and that the Chedarim increase and multiply, but there 


~ are two simple reasons for this, without having recourse to prejudice or distrust 


on cither side to account for it. 

The Board classes can give but three hours during the week to Hebrew and 
religion, the Cheder and Talmud Torah giving eight to nine hours ; secondly, the 
reading and translation of the Pentateuch are, unfortunately, delayed in the 
Board classes, till the child enters the 5th Standard for Hebrew, which very, very 
few do. 

There is no prospect of the Education Board increasing the three hours per 
week now given to its classes. Bound by the ideals and precedents of the Associa- 
tion with which it is incorporated, it has refused, by an overwhelming majority, 
even to enquire as to the best means of getting the parents of the children who 
attend the classes to contribute to the funds of the Board, holding that it would 
disvraecs the community if religious teaching were paid for in any shape. 

The average cost per child in the Board classes for tuition, rent and mate- 
rials, excluding office expenses, is about 7s. per annum, little over Id. per week ; 
the cost in the Talmud ‘Torah for this is 26s, or Gd. per week ; in the Cheder, Is. 
per week is the usual charge. | . 

At this beggarly inadequate rate, the cost of 10,000 Board children will be 
£4.00) per annum, an amount the Edueation Board is never likely to raise with 
its present views, and which makes it as impossible that the Board can ever 
properly fulfil the mission it has undertaken, as that it can increase the instruc- 
tion now given, 

Of course, any Jewish instruction, even the little now given, must be better 
than the utter neglect of and indifference to the moral and religious training of our 
children, so characteristic of this generation, and | do not despair of seeing in the 
near future the Board throw off the trammels of the past, and take a better and 
more efficient way of carrying out itstask. ‘To interest and associate the parents 
with its work should be its first consideration ; to increase the local managers, 
recruiting from the ranks of the parents and those who live near the school, 
rather than from the West, to leave all the management of the local classes to 
those selected. and thus make the local boardsa reality instead of, as now, almost 
asham, is not less important. 

Besides collecting funds, the Education Board should act as the central 
legislative and organising authority, in touch with every metropolitan School 
Board, prepared to form a religion class in any Board School where there are a 
dozen Jewish boys and girls, to nominate the teachers required and a small 
committee, from the locahty by preference, to superintend the work. 

The cost of the teaching staff ought to be obtained by the local managers 
from the parents of the children who attend the classes, The other expenses for 
rent, gas, and material should be defrayed by the Board from the communal funds 
it has collected. 

It is on these lines the many Jewish children in the Board Schools outside 
the nine now served by the Board can be trained and retained as Jews and 
Jewesses ; it is on these lines the religious and Hebrew education given in the 
nine schools can be extended and improved. It is on these lines the inherent right 
of every Jewish child to have proper facilities provided for its religious educa- 
tion can best be vindicated,

A JEWISH STATE. 

Sin,—Dr. Herzl’s Scheme has done much good in the way of propaganda. It 
has won many followers to the National Kea. It seems to me important to trace 
the difference between this idea and the terms of race, Zionism,.J ewish State, &c., 
which are often confounded. 

We are a national or quasi-national body. Many of us are not religious. 
though we feel ourselves to be Jews. Religion is a highly personal feeling : 
there are, perliaps,as many religions as there are men, therefore religion is never 
a tie—therein differing from the “Church,” which has many national elements. 
In our ideas about the essence of God we may be nearer to an English Unitarian 
than to a Maroccan or Galician fellow Jew. The tie which binds us to these is 
national, What a Jew does in Russia may have its effect upon my position in 
Germany ; the conscience of the connection of our fates, based on a common 
history, makes us a national body. 3 

The national body has nothing to do with the question of race : the term 
race should be avoided, as not even the man of science knows what qualities go 
tomake a race, If some qualities are more frequent among us than elsewhere 
Renan has shown that by the life in the Ghetto and by special legislation certain 
standard types were developed among Jews : while history clearly proves thata 
Jewish race, if it once existed, at least does not exist now. Many of those who 
worship the national ideal are Zionists: not all though, nor do all Zionists share 
the national idea. With many of us Zionism is purely a religious feeling, the 

sh to Palestine expected by the help of God: 

0nism as a means to foster the national idea. N » raha ey 
ing or.the conscience of our history is ul idea. No doubt, the religious feel 
that the colonics of Palestine are more successful than the colonies in the 
Argentine Repubhe or elsewhere, When the religious feeling became weaker, 
and persecution brought us together once more, it was natural that Zionism, as 
a national ideal, became an important movement. Zionism does not neves- 
sarily aim at the formation of a Fenieh State in Palestine. ‘Turkey leaves to 
every religious body perfect autenomy, even in administration and logal matters 
so that, when the land is granted, the colonies may rule themselves like in a 
Jewish State. For instance, the colonists are allowed to work on Friday—the 
Purkish Sunday—and are in no way prohibited from keeping the laws of the 
Bible, a striking contrast to the centralising European law systems. ‘Therefore 
I do not believe that by a Jewish State much can be gained in Palestine. If 
there is ever to be a Jewish State, I am sure it will form itself from the founda- 
tion to the top, step by step, and not by a Scheme. Dr. Herzl, as a poet, is more 
inclined to expect success from an autocratic leading; science would expect a 
result from organic evolution. Anyhow, a scheme hke Dr. Herzl’s could. with 
less den yer and more chance of success, be tried in a country where there is less 


an important motive, it Is no mere chance: 


to lose than in Palestine, in a country where there would be more room and less 
difficulties. 

No matter what the end will be, the question of the Jewish State has 
nothing to do with the question of assimilation. Not for those even who are no 
friends of a Jewish State is there an obligation to assimilate themselves to their 
neighbours. I suppose we should assimilate where our fellow men are in 
advance, but keep our institutions and customs when they are better, therefore 
in the antipathy against an assimilation “ sans phrase,” there is no reason to look 
for a Jewish State. We can be ourselves, even in Europe, 

It is natural enough that most of us wish fora change in the destinies of our 
xecople. But it is scarcely to be denied that even in our present condition we may 
1ave a mission—or to state it in a less transcendental form, we may do humanity 
a great service, viz., to be a minority—that 1s to fight for liberty of conscience, 
doing our duty to the Commonwealth, but—to use Mr. Zangwill’s clever words— 
refusing to offer our neck to the yoke of the Philistine,

REPLIES TO ANTI-SEMITIC ATTACKS. 

Sin.—The advice to despise anti-Semitic attacks, not to oppose them, may 
be good for France or England, but it is thoroughly bad for Germany or Austria. 
In those countries, anti-Semitism is not only a species of sport, or social 
annoyance for Jews, but a political movement—in Austria (even where only a 
small part of the community enjoys the right of voting), the political movement 
of the day. Buckle (“ History of Civilisation in England,” ) mentioned Germany 
as a country where the art of printing could do as much harm as good, 
because the people, accustomed to follow authorities, believed in print. Ina 
country like:that, no printed charge should remain unanswered—stupid as it may 
be. 


If anyone is to blame, the Jewish press is guilty, not for having done too 
much, but for having done too little in the way of able replies to our foes, It 
was even taken as a sign of an uneasy conscience by impartial people, that at the 
beginning we mostly seemed indifferent to the charges brought against us. That 
one sees anti-Semitism more often mentioned in Jewish papers than in others, 
proves nothing. We read more of the anti-vivisectionist movement in a journal 
of physiology, than ina political daily. Apart from that, what the non-Jewish 
papers dois not always the right thing. They have a very loose connection 
with political parties. ‘They are industrial enterprises dealing in printed paper, 
like others do in steel or iron. Of course, their principal care 18 not to lose sub- 
subscribers. In Germany, papers are not bought in the streets, but subscribed 
for and sent home. Therefore, the vote of the ladies becomes important, and to 
please them family advertisements, gossip, and literary babble is of higher impor- 
tance than the political side of a paper. The papers even avoid holding sharp 
political views so as not to lose readers. If a question excites and divides thie 
people, a newspaper manager, who ts a shrewd man of business—as most proprie- 
tors of papers are—will avoid as much as possible the discussion of such questions. 
Therefore, the papers are not always areliable barometer to show the trend of 
public opinion. ‘The policy of closing the eyes, practised in Austria by the so- 
called Liberal press towards the anti-Semitic movement, has allowed it to keep 
its anti-Semitic subscribers, but did much to bring about the present deplorable 
state of things. The policy of inactivity has found enthusiastic recognition from 
the Jewish upper ten. To do nothing is easy, and, what is more, it 1s cheap. Dr. 
Bloch warned them in time, but did not succeed in stirring them up to activity. 
On the contrary, he annoyed them because they did not wish to be troubled in 
their social pleasures, Instead of helping Dr. Bloch, they did everything to get 
rid of him. 

Your remarks may be regarded as a justification for Dr. Bloch’s 
adversaries, and generally for the numerous adherents of the cheap system of 
inactivity. ‘Therefore, | feel bound to show that in your advice to “ despise ” 
our adversaries, you may be right as far as England is concerned, but for the 
Continent, especially Germany and Austria, matters are totally different.

SUPERSTITION AMONG JEWS IN BAGDAD. 

Sirk,—As a subscriber to the Anglo-Jewish Association, I strongly object to 
the pedagogic ideals shared by Mr. Morris Cohen. In his Report about 
superstition among Jews in Bagdad he prides himself on having introduced 
among his pupils European clothes, that the fez had to be removed, &c.. &c. 
(p. 61), though these and similar “reforms” could not be realised without some 
resistance of the parents. So baneful does Mr. Cohen think superstition, that 
in his opinion a woman who shares the current fear of “Jinni” cannot very 
well be considered a fit helpmate for man Cp. 03). : 

As Mr. Cohen's notes had the honour of’ being printed in the Report of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, it may look as if the Board of the Society shared Mr. 
Cohen's ideas, and this may give Mr. Cohen's colleagues shoddy ideals of educa- 
tion, the more so as Mr, Cohen's ideas are very common. It is quite sufficient 
if the European Jew assimilates himself to the Christian of Europe, he should 
not ask the same of his Bagdad fellow-Jew. For if the principle of assimilation 
holds good, there is no reason why the Jew of Bagdad should adopt European 
costumes and customs, 

To believe that everything that is European is superior to anything 
else and to be preferred even by people not living in Europe, is the 
worst superstition that ever existed. It is no exaggeration to say that this 
superstition has spoiled and destroyed at least ten thousand times as many lives 
as the fear of the “Jinm.” Mr. Cohen's lack of tolerance to the native dress. 
customs, &c., is a drawback for a teacher. It is, besides, thoroughly un-Enylish. 
I suppose that Mr. Cohen is very young still and does not know much of the 
world, Else he would not have made the declaration that a woman who believes 
in the “ Jinni” cannot very well be considered a fit helpmate fora man. [ fear 
that many a man hasbeen made unhappy by awife who was not true tohim or who 


ruined him by wanton expenses, vanity, or a badly regulated mind—all of them. 


no Oriental types—but' few matrimonial ties have been weakened by the 
belief in the “ Jinni” or the evil eye. 

_ By-the-bye, the superstition of the evil eye is current in Italy. and 
existsin many parts of Europe. The sums which, according to Mr. Cohen. are 
earned by fortune-tellers in Bagdad are poor compared to the sums earned by 
fortune-tellers in Berlin or Paris, even if you take into consideration the greater 
value of money in Asia, And I suppose that London is not better than Berlin 
or Faris. 

It is extremely European that Mr. Cohen has detected in Bagdad all sorts 
of superstitions which also tlourish in Europe, but which at home he did not see. 
lo be a good educator for little Asiatics he should look at the short-comings of 
their parents or the length of their dresses with more benevolent eyes and 
with less of a schoolmaster’s contemptuous pride.

THE JEWISH BAKERS’ GRIEVANCE. 

Sir,—I fully agree with the suggestion made in your Note of the Week on 
the above subject that the Jewish master-bakers of London, who you Bay are 
about 60 in number, should combine to protect their interests in view of the 
serious emergency by which they are confronted, The master-bakers of London 
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have their union and so have the journeymen bakers. It is necessary therefore 
that the Jewish bakers should have theirs. As the law stands at present 
almost every confectioner and baker is open to be prosecuted, because it is cus- 
tomary to commence work in bakehouses some couple of hours before the stroke 
of midnight on Sunday. The prosecutors of Mr. Meek were no doubt actuated 
by private motives of trade-jealousy. Had they desired merely to uphold the 
law, they would have instituted proceedings against one of the many German 
bakers in London or the non-Jewish bakehouses in Soho, who are known to work 
seven days in the week. I feel certain that if such a case had been brought up 
at Worship Street, or the Thames Police Court, where the magistrates are 
familiar with Jewish habits, the summons would have been instantly dismissed. 
I hope the Jewish bakers will agree to some concerted plan of action.

Sir,—As Jewish master bakers, we are again confronted with the revival of 
an old grievance emanating from the German Christian bakers. with the inten- 
tion of summoning every Jewish master for baking on Saturday nights and 
Sunday mornings. This isa serious matter for the Jews, that they should be 
compelled to eat stale bread, which is distasteful to them at any time. But in 
the case of their holidays, the inconvenience would be even worse. 

I myself. about fifteen years ago, was summoned to Worship Street Police 
Court on a similar case to that which appeared in your columns last week where 
a fine was imposed. But in my case several members of Parliament 
were appealed to on the subject, also Lord Rothschild, the late Chief Rabbi and 
Lord Beaconsfield. They wrote to the presiding Magistrate, and the result was 
the case was dismissed, he stating that “it was a matter for Parliament only to 
deal with.” 

This week, however, I find I am again the subject of a similar prosecution at 
Marlborough Street. 

The matter has been referred to several persons interested, with the result 
that it has been decided to hold a meeting on Monday next, at 4 o'clock p.m., at 
Bonn’s Hotel, Gt. Prescot Street, Whitechapel, to which all Jewish members of 
Parliament, the Chief’ Rabbi, and others have been invited, with the view to 
petition Parliament for the sanction of Saturday night and Sunday baking. 

An application was made to-day at Marlborough Street Police Court for the 
adjournment of the case referred to above, but was not granted, as the law is that 
a conviction must take place within six.days or the summons quashed.

WHAT RELIGION? 

Sir.—I have followed with the greatest interest the new definition of 
“ Religion” given by the Rev. Charles Voysey in your last week's issue, and I 
ask your kind permission for some space to enable me to make a few remarks on 
that subject. hope that the rev. gentleman will be greatly delighted to hear 
that his definition 1s greatly supported by some comments made by the “ Sifri” 
on «7 AS ASAN) (Dent. vi..5),and Mr. Voysey’s “True Religion” is termed by the 
“Sifri” ASAND AW (one who serves God, because of love”), and “ False 
Religion who serves God, because of fear’). 

The latter is also subdivided by “ Luzatu” in his “ Mesilath Jesharim " 
(chap. xxiv.) into two divisions, namely, @2w0 ANY (“the fear of punishment”) 
and MYDD AXY (the fear of God's Majesty”). And curiously enough 
the last of Luzatu’s subdivisions has been given by the “* Baal Akedah " as the 
definition of “ True Religion” (see “ Baal Akedah,” Shaar %2). 

Maimonides in his “ Yad Hachazakah M307, chap. ii.) writes 
as follows: “It is a command to love and to fear the honoured and tremendous 
God. because it is written ‘And thou shalt love the Lord thy God’ (Deut. vi., 5), 
and it is also written ‘And thou shalt fear the Lord thy God’ Deut. vi., 13). 
But which is the way that leads to the love and fear of God? When man takes a 
deep interest in His actions and in His wonderful and monstrous creatures, and 
_ he sees from them His wisdom that it has no estimation and no end, he imme- 
diately begins tolove God... and to fear Him, and he recognises that 
he is only considered as a small, humble creature before One whose wisdom is 

erfect.” 

From this quotation it seems that Maimonides and the Baal Akedah are in 
perfect agreement regarding the definition of “True Religion” given by the 
Baal Akedah.

CLOSING OF THE PARK PLACE SYNAGOGUE, EDINBURGH. 


In consequence of the Synagogue, Park Place, having been acquired by the 
Town Council of Edinburgh for the purposes of public improvement, the closing 
ceremony took place on Sunday evening last. The synagogue was draped in 
white, and the service was of an unusually impressive nature. Psalms appro- 
wriate to the occasion were recited, and a sermon was delivered by the Rev. J. 
First. who took his text from Deuteronomy xx.: “ When thou goest out to 
battle against thine enemies, be not afraid of them, for the Lord thy God is with 
thee.” At the outset the preacher narrated the period of the great revelation of 
Sinai, when our race was selected for the mission of enlightenment, a holy war 
was proclaimed by God himself, and they went forth to fight the battle of reli- 
rion, to exterminate idolatry, and to root out false worship from the world. 

‘reating the text in the moral sense, in its relation to the principles of unity, 
peace, and the fear of God, the preacher exhorted the congregation to have these 
three weapons uppermost in their minds, in order that they might be prepared 
for the religions conliiet before them. He said that it is now twenty-eight years 
since this synagogue was opened for Jewish worship, and the many who then 
filled the seats rejoiced that their goodly work had been accomplished, and their 
hearts beat with bright anticipations of a happy future. <A large proportion of 
these have silently sunk into the grave, and gone to their reward. Others who 
were then voung, have advanced to old age, and their firm step is now changed 
toa trembling walk. The light of their eye is dimmed, and daily they feel more 
and more that they have approached that period of their days in which they can 
no more enjoy the pleasures of social intercourse, and the pleasures of earlier 
years. But the age of enthusiasm is not past, and the same spirit which induced 
them twenty-eight vears ago to labour in erecting this house is still prevalent, 
and the Almighty would not now depart from them, but would strengthen their 
hearts and hands in erecting and dedicating another synagogue to the worship of 
the God of Jacob. Another generation has sinee that time come into existence, 
and many who were then unborn, are here to-day and glory in the name of God, 
and are willing and prepared to endure sorrows and hardship in the defence of 
the hope and faith of their ancestors, The reverend gentleman then, at some 
length, urged on them the requisites essential in order that the peace of any 
community could be preserved, and useless contention could be avoided, and 
asked them to unite hand and heart, counsel and action, so that nothing but 
brotherly union and a peace founded on the fear of God may reside within them, 
and they could then hope to sce their undertaking flourish, and their work done. 
If they followed out these essentials, His promise of salvation unto His people 
would be fulfilled in His own good time. At the conclusion of the sermon, a 
very pathetic prayer was offered up. which moved the entire congregation to 
tears. This was followed with the Prayer for Her. Majesty, fhe Royal Family, 
and for the welfare of the City of Edinburgh. The synagogue was crowded, and 
the visitors included many Christians. The congregation have acquired Grey- 
friars Free Church, Graham Street, which is at present undergoing alterations to 
suit Jewish rites,

Desk, by Mr. and Mrs. D. C. Levy; silver Kiddush Cup, by Mrs. N. Funk ; suite 
of white silk curtains for the Ark and Reading Desk, by Mr. and Mrs. Simons ; 
clock, by Mrs. Brooks; rug, by Mr. Tribich; curtains, by Mrs. Tribich; cover 
for the Reading Desk, by Miss Price; stair rods for the steps of the Ark, by a 
member of the Board of Management. 

The service concluded with the choir singing “ Adon Olam.” 

Plants were lent on the occasion by Mr. L. Abrahams ; the floral decorations 
were lent and the, refreshments catered for by Mr. M. Cohen, 8), Exmouth 
Street. The following acted as Stewards: Messrs. J. Sherman, H. Bronkhorst,

Cohen, N. Funk, and D. C. Levy.

JOTTINGS FROM THE UNITED STATES. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
Avavst ira, 1896. 

A strike is in progress among the tailoring trades of New York City, and 
after three weeks shows signs of settlement; a like one occurs In all the large 
vities annually. It is not so much the strike of the ten thousand or their slight 
gains, but their conduct and the management of the leaders, which 1s attracting 
nttontion in these troublous and hard times of free silver agitation. This 1s in 
shatp contrast with similar labour troubles among street car employés in 
Ctoveland, Ohio, resulting in bloodshed repeated again and again even after the eall- 
‘ng out of the militia; the number involved was not so great, and the distress 
hardly so poignant. The strikers won golden opinions for ‘hameclves. and 
that means muc'y for the strikera. | ean do no hetter than ty quote from a 
long and highly laudatory editorial in the Wee York Sun on the subject. The 
article refi rs first rehi r10us8 manifestations sO unusual on the part of strikers 
of other faiths :” to wit, regular attendance at synagogue in the very pews with 
contractors and manufacturers with which they are at war, and the rigid aeons 
vance during all of the Jewish Sabbath. Then as to peace and order :— 

ts The men. howe ver or atly excited. hardly ever resort to violence. and 
never use lethal w apons, . The few disturbances during the present strike have 
been but slight. There have been some senufilinge. some pushing, eome * whiskers- 
pulling, and some body blows. along with much se wling, much threatening. and 
much Yiddish bombilation: but nothing more than the appearance of a police- 
man has yet been needed for the restoration of peace and order There 
has been the smallest amount of trouble with the ten thousand strikers. The 
police to whom were assiwne d the duty of overay ing them have had easy times. 

Then as to the willingness, even ability. during the awful heat to listen to 
long-drawn out harangues hour after hour in a close hall. This the editorial 
writer accounts for by saving It is a nove Ity to have f:eedom of speech and the 
right of assembly. Ij mally, a3 constancy te adors. esp wally Meyer 
feld, at present in control: “In most strikes, the leeders find it hard to retain 
their power for weeks, and are pretty sure to have bad times with plenty of 
quarre!s, In this ease. the strikers have followed their principal 
unanimity, and have obeyed his orders, under trials at once severe and long 
continued,” 

Public-spirited Jews of Philadelphia, with Mr. Charles Hoffman at their 
head, are about to bring into being a People’s Synagogue for Jews outside of 
the Russian districts, who adhere by natural bent to conservative congregations, 


vet cannot find room in those aiready in existence because of the extra- 
ordinary high charges for pew rent, &c.. also because some of them have 
latterly become extremely radical. There seems to be quite a large contingent 


who might be expected to attend service, for they cannot be accommodated in 
the smaller ts mpi s, should they come together even on another day than the 
high holidays. Room for 3,0) is to be provided. It is claimed for such a con- 
gregation, quartered within an amply large, but modestly-fitted pbuilding, with a 
capable Rabbi. an organ to assist the congregational singing, led by a choir of 
boys and girls trained in the Sabbath School, that it will attract very large num- 
bers who do not find it convenient or suited to their ideas to go to service, not 
even once. a year. lt is proposed to open the temple daily, to have services 
largely in Hebrew. to have a larve religious school free and open to all comers. 
A Board of Elders is to conduct the affairs; .and support is to be had 
from smallrentalsand voluntary contributions. The duties and privileges are to be 
the share of all whoare active. Down town (or as you would callit the East End), 
Jews seem able to provide for themselves whether in regular synagogues or 
rented halls; but the requirements of a Reform Temple are quite difficult to 
provide for. The manavers are securing a fair amount of success with promises 
of 50,000 dollars before the list is published, or even the plans weil formulated. 
‘Twice that sum is needed. says the promoters, but it is Just possible that they 
will be able to get along with less, and still open the temple, perhaps for the 
holidays too. 

In view of the Jewish Chronicle's belief that the American Jewish Rabbinate 
needs scholars} ip to direct its enthusiasm, Ll believe the following statement 
about a voung Baltimorean and his works at the New York Theological Semi- 
nary will not be withont interest. He is a ward of the Hebrew Orphan Asylum 
here, and after a good course, with distinction at the Citv College, showed such 
an aptitude for Jewish lore, that the Rev. Mr. Freudenthal, Superintendent of 
the Asvlum, gave him more than ordinary attention in Hebrew, and the Rev. 
Dr. B. Szold carried him through a preliminary course of study in the Talmud, 
in grammar, Hebrew poetry, &c. When he reached the school age. he was sent 
on the advice of Dr. Aaron Friedenwald, a Directorof the Asylum, to the Orthodox 
Sominary of the East. Here he matriculated with honours, and now has had four 
of his eight years of training. The young man 1s quite Orthodox, by preference, 
nnd so is the Seminary’s single graduate, Dr. Jos. Hertz, now Rabbi at Syracuse, 
New. York, whom I met reeently. This is the institution of which the Rev. Dr, 
“Morais is the head, and in winch Dr. H. P. Mendes and many Philadelphians 
iown to you take an active interest. For some reasons Judaica either was 
woulected at the Rabbinical Seminary of the West in the past, or its graduates 
neclected it of themselves, for few of them dre distinguished in this way. Now 
they promise to do much better. ? 

! learn on good authority that at the conference of translators and the editor 
of the Bible of the Jewish Publication Society recently held at Atlantic City, it 
wis stated as a reason why the English scholars. asked to assist in the work. had 
declined was their unwillingness: to accept, as a basis of the work. the Leeser 
translation, so much prized by Ameriean Jews, especially those of Philadelphia, 
whose influence is dominant in the Society and in its committees. While the con- 
ference did not reverse. its plans formally, the opinion of many of the ablest 
present was that the English Jews were right in refusing to be bound to Leeser's 
translation. The instructions to translators says that this is “the only complete 
English translation prepared for Jews. and embodying Jewish traditions and 
conceptions. That besides this foundation, the translators are to consult the 
Authorised Version as the undisputed guide for dictum and rhythmie flow of 
language, the latter for its correction of many erroneous readings in the older 
versions corresponding to advances in scholarship.” Now. I am reliably informed 
that these instructions were tentative and subject to revision at the first coming 
together of the editor and translators ; and that there was not a little regret that 
the Englishmen who were asked to contribute had not been told that the instrue- 
tions were not final. If they followed the trend of the discussions at Atlantic 
City (which were not always harmonious), the Englishmen would not have 
declined to co-operate. lor the Leeser Bible, to the Rabbi. who is my informant, 
and his coterie, was far from a satisfactory basis, being faulty in its translations 
and in the translator's inability to appreciate the genius of the english language 
and its idiomatic construction, and that he (Leeser) made blunders, most espe- 
cially in tne use of ithe particles, ” | he Revised Version WAS preferred, but not 
oMeally promulgated asa scholarly and conservative rendering, faithful to the 
beautiful lines in the Authorised \ ersion, where possible, and offending non- 
( sensibilities tn few by forced Christological translations. Phil- 
ndeiphians, who lead in the ‘ublication Society's couneils, are almost blindly 
devoted to the Leeser Bibi , as being unparalleled, and,of course, would not allow 
the impre =e to go i rth that the society had not determined on it as the 
faithful ginde in the new Min leriaking. Yet it ts « asy to see how this too great 
attachment to the work of a fellow townsman has kept away an able corps of 
workers ; and how, to use the words of my informant, a little more care would 
have made it possible for their services to be retained. | . 

The first Convention of the National Council of Jewish Women isto be held 


in New York City, from November 15th to 20th, at a leading hotel. Representa- 
tives of thirty-nine sections, together with the officers, are to be present ; also 
members of kindred non-sectarian organisations, who will read apers, including 
Mrs. Mary Lour Dickinson, President of the National Council of Women, and Mrs. 
Ellen M. Henrotin, President of the Federation of Women's Clubs. 

By the will of the late Mrs. Henrietta Rosenfeld, of Chicago, 42,000 dollars 
are bequeathed to local and neighbouring Hebrew charities. The estate aggre- 
gates 809,000 dollars. 

Col. Robert L. Ingersoll, the noted infidel and orator, had recently this to say 
among others things about Jews: “Nothing can be more unjust than to 
ceneralise about nationalities and to speak of a race as worthless or vicious: 
simply because you have met an individual who treated you unjustly. There are 
good people and bad people in all races, and the individual is not responsible for 
the crimes of the nation, nor the nation responsible for the actions of the few. 
Good men and honest men are found in every faith, and they are not honest or 
dishonest because they are Jews or Gentiles, but for entirely different reasons. 
Some of the best people | have ever known are Jews, and some of the worsi I 
have known are Christians. The Christians are not bad simply because they 
are Christians, neither were the Jews good because they were Jews. A 
man is far above these badges of faith and race. Good Jews are precisely the 
same as good Christians, and bad Christians are wonderfully like bad Jews.” 

The Rev. Dr. Secbato Morais has been ailing for some time, but despite his 
ave—72 years—and extreme weakness, insists, whenever he can get sufficient 
strength, on officiating at his synagogue, the “ Mikveh Israel” of Philadelphia. 
There he stands in Macho! and in the pulpit, spiritualised by his evident weakness 
and his high sense of duty. For his sincerity, his scholarship, and for devotion 
to his cause, he is perhaps the most revered and beloved of all American Jews ; 
and yet, Sabbath after Sabbath, he stands there the “last of all the Romans.” 
His congregation is made up of most influential Jews. Yet for one reason or 
another few seldom attend. I name among them as familiar to your readers: 
Judge Mayer Sulzberger, Dr. Cyrus Adler, Mr. David Sulzberger, Mr. H. Polano, 
Dr. Solomon Solis-Cohen, Mr. Henry Morais, Mr. Ephraim Lederer, Dr. Herbert 
Friedenwald. 

Another sufferer who is well beloved by his fellow-citizens and America 
generally, is the Rev. Dr. Benjamin Szold, of Baltimore. Though his congrega- 
tion has left the conservative Judaism for which he has done so much, and gone 
to Reform, he is more beloved than ever; the devotion of Russian Jews, for 
whom both he and his family have done so much, is very marked. 

Alumni of the Hebrew Free Schools of Philadelphia (associated with 
Rebecca Gratz’s name, she who sat for Scott's “ Rebecca” in “Ivanhoe have 
started a paper to arouse interest in the study of the Law. It iscalled “ Israel's 
Watchword,” and Mr. Hlenry Morais has it in charge. 

Rabbi J. Leonard Levy, of Philadelphia, is succeeding very »well with his 
summer charities. It will be remembered that this gentleman came from 
Birmingham, England, and is now an assistant to Rabbi Krauskopf. . Largely 
through his influence, a sterilised Milk and Ice Society was formed two years 
ago, much on the stvle of Mr. Nathan Straus’ great charity in New York City. 
There are four depdts m the hands of several bodies including the Quakers, 
located in the Negro, the slum,the mill quarters, as well as the Jewish Ghetto. 
The ice is sold in one cent portions or more, a great advantage to the poor, who 
cannot get less than five cents’ worth from regular deaterspand the celliee price 
is always the cost of the material. Absolutely pure milk from tested herds is 
sold at four cents per quart, one-half the price, and sterlised for the use of 
children and the sick at one cent more; a trifle is charged for the bottles. All 
bottles, stoppers and nipples are thoroughly sterilised. ‘There is no telling what 
good this charity has accomplished for the very poor during the awful heat of 
the last ten days. Mayor Warwick, of Philadelphia, is President of the Society. 
Mr. Levy 1s actually its official head. Dr. Levy 1s also the soul of the Palace of 
Delicht movement which, I understand, is a success. He lives there down in the 
slums during the summer, at all events, sleeping there. 

A case in the Police Courts of this city recently illustrates the havoc Jewish 
marriages in Germany and Russia are causing. <A bad fellow had been arrested 
and duly convicted for bigamy and wife desertion at the instance of the local 
Hebrew Benevolent Society¥, when his counsel moved a new trial on sufficient 


grounds. These grounds turned out to be a letter from Baron-von Thielman, 


the German Ambassador at Washington D.C., that marriages celebrated 
since October Ist, 1874, by others than State officers were void. ‘The first 
marriage in this case had been celebrated by a Jewish Rabbi only, and therefore 
there was no marriage recognised either by the laws of Germany or for this last 
reason by the United States; therefore the alleged second marriage was actually 
the only marriage, and the rascal, who had deserted his wife and four children, 
went scot free. The Divores Courts have much the same difficulty, only in this 
aspect, happily, the Russian Government recognises Jewish marriages and divorce: 
are legal under most circumstances. Still, there is no end of trouble, for the 
little Rabbis will, either through ignorance or unscrupulousness, say their “ get” 
before civil divoree is all-sufficient. The State of New York has inflicted some 
severe penalties for this infraction, and latterly there has been little trouble. 

The American Zangwill is Mr. Abraham Cahan, so stamped by many a critic. 
Mr. William Dean Howells, who “discovered” him, classes him and his Ghetto 
story “ Yekl” with Mr. Stephen Crane. I have not read his book, but it is said 
to be a true feature of Jewish life among the poorer classes, with little to relieve 
the dark pictures he almost too realistically paints. There is a keen sense of 
humour and not a hint of preachiness, says a critic. Mr. Howells said of him: 
* The tale is well told, with spirit and with artistic pleasure on the author's part, 
whose sense of character is as broad as his sense of human nature is subtle and 
deep. I cannot help thinking that we have in him a writer of foreign birth who 
will do honour to American letters. . . Mr. Cahan, without being less serious, 
is essentially humorous. ‘ Yekl’ is, in fact, a charming book, and is not only 
delightful in itself, but in its promise of future work. The author who could 
imagine Mrs. Kavarsky, the meddlesome, amiable neighbour of poor Gitl, Jake's 
wife, and Mamie, ‘the Polish snope,’ and Fanny, ‘the Preacher,’ with the scenes 
in the sweat-shop, at the dancing academy, and, above all, in the Rabbi's parlour 
at the time of the divorce, has bound himself by the very excellence of what he 
has done to do much more that is better still.” 

Among the forty-two victims of the dreadful collision at Bridgeton near 
Atlantie City, New Jersey, last week, were Mr. and Mrs. Philip Goldsmith, of 
the former place. ‘Their corpses were found hand-in-hand. They had prospered 
in the town, and Mr. Goldsmith was foremost among its citizens.

COLONIAL AND FOREIGN NEWS. 


ARGENTINA. 
With the object of commemorating the great benefits which the late Baron 
de Hirsch conferred on the settlers in his Argentine Colonies, the heads of 


families have decided to give the name of Moses Hirsch to every male child born 
until the first anniversary of his death. . 


AUSTRALIA, 

The Eighth Annual Report of the Melbourne Jewish Aid Society. which 
was presented to the general meeting of the contributors on July 20th, states 
that during the year 63 loans were granted, to the total’ amount ‘of £742. ' Only 
four applications were refused. The occupations of the borrowers were of the 
usual class, with one exception, that of a farmer. Repayments reached a total 
of £777. There is a special Loan Fund—ithe Esther Benjamin—with a capital 
of £418, which was created by the late Mr. David Benjamin in memory of his 
wife. Mr. Philip Blashki, J.P., one of the founders of the Society, is President, 
Mr. Reuben Moss is Treasurer, and Mr. 8. L, Frvberg is Hon. Secretary. 

The Melbourne Age of the lth July devoted 4 leading article to a review of 
the attitude of the anti-Semites towards the Jews. The article. while admitting 
that the charges made against the Jews may be true, lays the blame on Christians, 
whose policy engendered the very qualities with which fault is now found. 
There are some unfriendly passages in the article, which winds up as follows :— 
“If it be true that the Jews are becoming more materialistic, and refuse to follow 
the teachings of the Rabbis, and declare that the modern discoveries of science 
are not in accordance with the Talmud, this change might be supposed to lead 
them to taking broader views of their relations to mankind, and should supply 
an argument against the anti-Semites instead of aggravating their fears.” 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

Herr F. J. Oesterreicher, a Jewish resident at Madonna di Campiglio, has 
erected, at his own expense, a Roman Catholic Church, which cost 20.000 florins. 

‘he Wiener Zeitung has published. in its official portion, a decree of the 
Imperial and Royal Landesgericht of Vienna, suppressing two fly sheets, called 
“ Lueger Vaterunser (a parody on the “ Lord’s Prayer”) and “ Lueger-Glauben.” 
owing to the insults contained therein onthe Jewish faith, “achurch or religious 
body recognised by the law.’ The same paper has also published a list of 
members of the Students’ Association, which was suppressed by the Government 
In consequence of their having passed a resolution noi to give “ satisfaction” to 
Jewish students, so that these might be stigmatised as dishonourable. 

BGYPT, 

During the prevalence of cholera in Alexandria, the Chief Rabbi Elie Hazan 
signalised himself by his devotion te the sufferers. He went from house to 
house in the Jewish quarter, prescribing hygienic measutes and distributing 
relief. A fair number of Arabs reside in the Jewish quarter, and these the 
Chief Rabbi treated in the same manner as he did his coreligionists. 


FRANCE, 

M. Osiris, a member of the Portuguese com munity in Paris, has, like Madame 
Furtado-Heine, distinguished himself by numerous princely gifts to the State. 
He has just purchased the historic estate of Malmaison. the palace of the 
Empress Josephine, and will offer it to the State after he has had it restored. 


GERMANY. 

The newly-appointed German Minister of War, Lieutenant-Gieneral Von 
Gossler, is not beloved by the anti-Semites, by whom he, as Director of the 
General War Department, has frequent!y been bitterly attacked. This was 
notably the case in the notorious Ahiwardi's “ Judenflinten” action. In lien of 
expressing gratitude to General von Gossler, for the manner in which he then 
upheld the honour of the Prussian Military Service against the disgraceful 
calumnies of Ahlwardt and Paasch, Béickel’s anti-Semitic organ. the Prichshero’d, 
styled him and his family Jews or descendants of Jews. While expressing the 
utmost respect for Jews, the elder brother of the General, Dr. von Gossler, a 
former Minister of Public Worship, published a categorical denial of the 
allegation. 

An unpleasant act of sacrilege is reported from Dusseldorf, where at the 
Jewish Cemetery some fifty tombstones tebe been uprooted and tossed about by 
irreverent hands. The object of these disgraceful acts was frankly avowed by 
the inscription on one tombstone “ Anti-Semite.” The police authorities have 
offered a reward of five pounds for the discovery of the perpetrator of the out- 
rage, and there can be little doubt but that the Jewish inhabitants of this German 
town will make it their business to see that the evil-minded people who have 
dishonoured the tombs of their dear dead ones shall not pass by unpunished. 
Such an extraordinary and sma!l-minded act will surely weaken the deplorable 
cause of those who are still fighting against the Jews of continental Europe. 

We are informed that Dr. Breuer’s determination to retain his post as 
Rabbiner of the Orthodox Congregation in Frankfort was arrived at only at the 
eleventh hour—in fact shortly before his departure—and was due to the pressing 
solicitations of Baron Willy von Rothschild. 

NEW SOUTH WALES. 

The combined Boards of the Great Synagogue and the Sir Moses Montefiore 
Jewish Home in Sydney have decided to appeal for help in support of these 
institutions by the holding of a period of self-denial, which will be concurrent 
with the ten penitential days. 

PALESTINE. 


A report is current that M. Lazar Poliakoff, of Moscow, has presented to the 
Jewish Colony “ Mishmar Hayarden”™ a sum of money large enough to assure 
the future of the colony. 

M. E. Honoré, President of the Philosophical Society in Cairo, has projected 
an Exhibition in Jerusalem, which shall saibiians the agricultural and industrial 
wroductions of Palestine. The preliminaries are already well advanced. M. 
Nissim Behar, the energetic and able Director of the Lionel de Rothschild School, 
represents the Jewish community on the Provisional Committee, 


ROUMANILA. 

Dr. Bernhard Taussig, one of the Chief Physicians in Jassy, died there on 
the 7th of this month. His reputation as a doctor extended far beyond the 
frontiers of Roumania, but in Jassy itself he enjoyed general esteem for his 
philanthropy. Fully 15,000 of his coreligionists followed his remains to their last 


resting place. 
SERVIA. 


According to the first report of the Statistical Bureau. there are in Servia, 
among a total population of 2,161,961, 4.510 Jews (viz. 2,261 males and 2,249 
females). 4,493 live in towns, and only 17 in villages. 

SOUTH AFRICA, 

A correspondent calls our attention to the utility of the Witwatersrand 
Jewish Helping Hand and Burial Society (Chevra Bikkur Cholim and Chevra 
Kadisha), which was established at Johannesburg in 1X88, through the exertions 
of Messrs. M. Raphaely, R. Alexander and K. Klagsburn. Such an institution 
is greatly aed for poor immigrants in a climate which, judging by recent 
instances of sudden attacks of typhoid fever, our correspondent declares to be 
about the most dangerous and treacherous in the world. But though there are 
nearly 10,000 Jews mm the Transvaal, only 50Vare members of the Seciety. Since 
its establishment, it has expended a large amount in charity, it has attended 
every case brought under its notice, and has built a wall round the Cemetery, 
which (our correspondent remarks), has been converted into a copy of the Ceme- 
tery at Willesden, A movement is now on foot to bring the Society, together 


with all other charities and institutions, under one management, and it is feared 
that such centralisation will give a deathblow to the society, and to individual 
interest in Jewish affairs. To such an extent did the framers of the rules feel 
that charity matters should be kept out of the hands of synagogue officials, that 
a President or Vice-President of any synagogue is ineligible for a similar office 
in the society. 

With regard to the foregoing statements, it appears from an advertisement 
in a Johannesburg paper that there is another Bikkur Cholim Society in existence 
there. It is styled the New Hebrew Charitable Sick Society, and was established 
in March last, This society had expended £225 up to the beginning of July, 
and had had under its care seventy-nine cases of illness, seventy-five of which 
had recovered, and four were still under treatment. 

TURKEY. 

On the 16th August, the distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Boys’ 
School of the Alliance Isra¢lite in Adrianople (which is also subventioned by the 
Anglo-Jewish Association), was held under the presidency of his Excellency 
Arif Pasha, Governor-General of the Vilavet and Marshal Commanding in 
Chief the 2nd Army Corps. Early in the morning, the Jewish quarter, which 
had been specially scavenged and watered by the municipality, was en féte. 
Among those who were present at the function were the Religious Chief of the 
Armenian community, the Directors of Finance and of Justice, the Greek 
Consul, the Imperial Commissioner of Eastern Railways, several military and 
civil officials, and a considerable number of Turkish, Greek and Armenian 
notabilities. The Governor-General, who was attended by a large military suite 
and escorted by a detachment of soldiers, was greeted on his arrival with the 
singing of the Turkish National Anthem. In the course of a speech delivered 
by the Headmaster, M. Loupo, he referred to the sacrifices made by the Alliance 
Isra¢lite and the Anglo-Jewish Association for the construction of the fine new 
building and the maintenance of the school, to the spirit of tolerance towards 
the Jews by which all Ottoman functionaries are animated, and to the traditional 
fidelity of his coreligionists towards their sovereign and fatherland. Arif 
Pasha, in his reply, said he had long known that the School of the Alliance 
Israclite was one of the best in Adrianople, and he warmly congratulated the Head- 
master and teachers on the progress of the pupils. He thanked the Alhance for 
the eminent services it renders to the Jews in Turkey. and assured his hearers 
that the Jews had the sympathy and goodwill of the oflicial world, for they were 
the most faithful subjects of the Sultan. 


RECENT DISCOVERY OF BABYLONIAN TABLETS. 


M.R.P.Scheill, of Constantinople, has communicaicd to the French Academy 
of “ Inscriptions et belles lettres.” throuch M. Masp:ro, the result of some recent 
discoveries. The tablets in question refer to a correspondence which was carried 
on between Hammurabi, King of Babylon, and Sinidinnam, King of Lara (his 
vassal) about the 23rd century before our era. In one of the earlier letters 
mention is made of a gift, consisting of some statues of gods by King Hammurabi 
to his vassal as a reward for his valour in the defeat of Kuthur-Laghamar. 

In the 14th chapter of Genesis it is recorded that a King of Elam. named 
Khodor-Laomer, made war against Palestine. but Bibical eriticism has been 
inclined to throw doubt on the existence of this personage, whose actual existence 
in history has now been put beyond a doubt. Already last year Mr. Pinches had 
found some tablets in Babylonia which alluded to the existence of Kuthur- 
Laghamar. Now we have not only confirmation, but further detail. It isshown 
that the Sinidinnam, to whom Hammurali addressed his letters. was that King 
of Lara, who had been dethroned a few years previously to the events recorded 
on these tablets, by another ruler of Elam, Kutur-Maluk. and by his son, Rim- 
Sin. Thereupon he took refuge with Hammurabi, the Kingof Babylon, during 
which time he helped him to fight against Rim-Sin. Afterwards he was re- 
instated as King of Lara by Hammurabi, whose vassal he henceforth became, 
Several of the letters found contain orders from the chief on matters of govern- 
asa show that the Kings of Babylon kept a very close watch on their 
vassals.

Mr. Joseph Jacobs has far exceeded the high hopes enter- 
tained with regard to his promised * Hebrew Whitaker.” 
The * Jewish Year-Book ” is now published, and the Anglo- 
Jewish public is for the first time in a position to realise its 
own manifold activities, its charities and its life.’ For the small price of two 
shillings, the publishers offer a volume of 300 pages, every one of which 1s full 
of interesting matter. In another column we refer more in detail to the contents 
of this unique volume, which, by the way, is far superior to all its continental 
predecessors. Though the book is  brimfull of figures statistics, 
it is, nevertheless, a very readable production. There is not a 
dull line in it. That the volume is perfect no one weuld expect, 
but when we remember that not a line “was written on April 15th, 
while it went to press on July 15th,” the wonder is not that a few blemishes 
are apparent, but that the merits are so great and the information so complete. 
‘For the first time since the appearance of Mr. Asher I. Myers’ ‘Jewish 
Directory’ (in 1874), English Jews are now put into possession of a summary

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account of their present position and organisation in the British Empire. The 
need of sucha work,” says Mr. Jacobs with justice, “is undeniable. K nowledge is 
power for a community as well as for an individual, and in many directions 
communal improvement has been impaired and often rendered nugatory for the 
want of such information as is contained in the Jewish Year Book.” How 
much overlapping of charitable effort, for instance, would have been prevented 
had philanthropists in the past been fully aware of what was already being 
attempted by other workers in the field of human benevolence. 
however, covers but a small part of the merits of the book. The term “indis- 
pensable ” is often misapplied. Bat Mr. Joseph Jacobs’ “Jewish Year Book” 
is absolutely indispensable. We shall be much surprised if it be not rapidly 
awlmitted into every Jewish home.

Damar in return is given of the number of foreigners who, during the 
Whitechapel. Ye#: obtained parochial relief. The total number is set down 


as S64, of whom as many as 7355 are declared to be of 
Russian and Russo-Polish origin. Of these, however, 643 claimed medical 
out-door relief only, and 67 were admitted into the infirmary, leaving only 25, 
who, by reason of their having entered the workhouse, ¢an be said to be full- 
fledyved It doubtless iloes not appear to the average poor that it 
is more paupertsing to obtain medical relief from the Guardians than from the 
hospitals supported by voluntary contributions. That no more than 25 Russians 
and Russian-Poles and only 2 Austrians—the only other nationality that is 
claimed as exclusively Jewish in the retarn—were relieved in Whitechapel during 
the year speaks volumes for the efficiency of our charitable agencies as well as for 
the unbending and rigorous energy in the direction of self-support on the part 
of our poor. The Report notes that all paupers relieved and declared to 
be from Russia and Russian Poland, Austria and Holland, “ are with very 
few exceptions, if any, Jews.” This is probably true, but it is more than 
probable that, except for special reasons debarring the 27 from any right to 
communal relief of a voluntary nature, even they would have found no 
necessity for going “into the House.” The Report does not give the figures 
for previous years, but there cannot have been a very large increase in the 
Jewish Pauperism of Whitechapel—another instance this of the folly of 
speaking about Pauper Aliens. Where are they in any numbers if ouly 27 
can be found in Whitechapel, and that only on the assumption that every 
Russian, Austrian or Pole in the workhouse is a Jew and has only just arrived

A remarkable testimony to the growing importance and 


‘house at" reputation of the Rev. J. Polack’s work at Clifton College, 
Clifton. has just been given. Formerly, the number of boys 


admissible to the Jewish House at this foremost public 
school was limited to 15. Now, owing to the increased demands on the 
House, the Head Master and the Council have authorised an increase in the 
numbers, so that henceforth 24 boys will be accommodated. This is a signal 
triumph. We take to ourselves some of the credit for bringing home to Jewish 
parents the unwisdom of allowing their boys to forego at certain of 
the Pablic Schools all the manifold advantages derivable from a really Jewish 
home-life such as is obtainable at Clifton and Cheltenham. The Jewish houses 
at these schools are in a high state of efficiency, and Clifton in particular has 
never stood at a higher level both as regard the character and intellectual 


of the Day Training College opened at King’s College have been treated with 
uniform consideration and courtesy. In Mr. Adamson, the Normal Master, they 
have had a friend whose interest in their welfare has followed them when 
they have completed their course at the College. It is mainly due to him that 
the friendly arrangement, to which we have referred, has been carried through. 
Of course the Hebrew lessons are in no official way associated with King’s 
College, but much kindly feeling must have been needed to allow even the use 
of the class-room for the purpose. = We believe, therefore, that the critics of 
King’s College are unduly harsh on the whole question of the religions con- 
formity demanded by the Council. Endowed as a Church of England 
institution, King’s College can hardly le expected to chanwe its character 
because it forms an item in a yreater scheme such as the new London 
University. At the same time, religions tests are an anachronism, from which 
even Oxford and Cambridge are free. We confess that the difficulty bids fair 
to prove the rock on which the whole scheme may split. 


Our preceding remarks do not, however, imply that there is 


Sectarian no reo at the older Universities for denominational Colleges. 
Oxford On the contrary, Oxford has both a Charch of England and 


a Unitarian College, and it will in the near future probably 
possess its Roman Catholic College also. The Duke of Norfolk has purchased 
for £15,000 a site near Mansfield and Manchester Colleges. The Pope was 
recently petitioned to grant permission to Catholic laymen to attend the 
English Universities. To this request the Pope has given favourable con- 
sideration, with the proviso that a resident Roman Catholic chaplain must 
present in Oxford, and we may, therefore, take it for granted that the Duke of 
Norfolk's efforts will be crowned with success. This shows a remarkable 
change in Roman Catholic opmion, or rather it is a reversion to the earlier 
policy of the Jesuits, who invariably availed themselves of all extant means to 
gain for themselves the culture of their day. Will the Jews of England ever 
follow suit?) We trust that in the proposed amalgamation between the three 
Colleges, Jews’, Montefiore and Aria, this possible solution of the question will 
not be ignored, Oxford or Cambridge ts the natural locgl for the new Monte- 
tiore College, though London has undoubted attractions ako. London can offer 
a Jewish life, which the older University cities, comparatively speaking, lack. 
But the advantages of passing three vears amid the etnobling traditions of 
Oxford or Cambridge may be held by Thany to compensate for the temporary 
loss of the influence wielded by contact with a great Jewish community. One 
thing is certain. At Oxford and Cambridge a Jewish College would be 
cordially welcomed, The prestige which would attach to a new Montefiore 
College at either of the Universities named would be incaleulably great. The 
real objection that might be urged is, that if London is shortly to possess a 
real University of its own, the new Montefiore College might be affiliated with 
it and gain by the connection in vigour and also in reputation. In fine, 
tlie question is too momentous for a hurried solution. The time for a_ final 
settlement has not yet quite arrived.

When to this is added the good which the boys must derive from sharing a 
home life directed by a scholar and gentleman of Mr. Polack’s calibre, it is 
obvious that the Clifton House is without rival for Jewish parents in search of 
a school where their sons may obtain all the advantages of a public school life 
without sacrificing their religion and their traditions. They will certainly 
leave Clifton better Jews as well as better Englishmen. 


King’s College The difficulty concerning the position of King’s College has 
and the proved sufficiently strong to defer the consideration by the 


House of Commons of the Bill for the new University 
; Commission proposed by the Duke of Devonshire. King’s 
College is ina serious plight, from which the escape is not obvious. By its 


foundation a religious test is applied to the whole of its Professorial Staff, 
Though their subjects be secular, yet the teachers must all be members of the 
Church of England. How these conditions are to continue if King’s College 
be absorbed into a University founded by Mill and Grote is not readily apparent. 
A compromise has been suggested, but it can scarcely be acceptable to King’s 
College. It has, we think, been proposed that King’s College shall abandon 
its constitution in this respect, though regard might be had to any religious 
conditions which might accompany future endowments. Much strong 
languave has been used in the discussion. but we think it only fair to point 
out that King’s College has shown itself very liberal and tolerant so far as the 
Jews are concerned. From October next, the Hebrew required by the 
Government syllabus for the C, T. Examinations will-be taught at King’s

Those musical portions 
of the prayers which are not rendered by the Chazan are relegated to the 
choir. The reason is that they are not metrical compositions with a simple 
rhythm which the congregation can catch up and join in, We have far too 
few hymns like * Adon Olam,” * Yigdal,” * Een Kalohénu,” and ** Maoz Tsur” 
which could be set to simple, popular tunes like the hymns of Watts and 
Heber. It is the prevalence of such compositions which crive to the public 
worship of church and chapel an impressiveness that. Jews are not slow to 
adwire. Even the Psalms do not satisfy this requisite of rhythmical simplicity,

It belonged to the art tre asures of 
the late Prince Potemkin, but 1s now the property of the Jewish society, So 
enormous has been the throng of visitors to the Pavilion that very shortly after 
the opening of the Exhibition, the Committee of the Society were obliged to 
enlarve it considerably. Among the more distinguished visitors have been the 
Minister of Agric ulture and State Domains, the President of the Education 
Department, the President of the Imperial Statistical Bureau. and the President 
of the Department of Trade and beduaiay.

THE JEWISH YEAR BOOK. 


The Jewish Year Book, An Annual Record 
September, September, 
(London: Greenberg & Co., 
Shillings net). 


Excellently full and clear, Mr. Joseph Jacobs’ “Jewish Year Book™ possesses 
all the merits which readers are now aceustomed to expect from all that emanates 
from the literary workshop of this brilliant and gifted editor. ‘The book opens 
in a novel style, for the pages devoted to the Calendar proper are am: arvel of 
lucidity and conciseness, combined with much originality. Though only one 
page is appropriated to each Jewish month, a vast amount of information 1s 
crowded into the page. And this is effected without the slightest sacrifice of 
clearness. Mr. Jacobs gives the usual information and much more, for besides 
details as to Sabbaths and Festivals, the reader will find here a very fair muster 
of facts bearing on Jewish history—ancient, = ‘diwval and modern. Thus on the 
’8th of Cheshvan we are told that “Moses Nachmanides died in 1270." On the 
25th of the same month “Jews expelled from England, 12%," on the 20th “ David 
Sassoon died, 1864." There is, no doubt, a little incong ‘uity here, the events 
chronicled being of very unequal importance—a criticism which also applies to 

the “ Notable Events” collected on p. 211. At the foot of each page of the 

Calendar is given a useful summary of the Minhagim or ritual customs for every 
month, ably compiled by Dr. S. A. Hirsch. On p. 15 follows an “ Explanation of 
the Je wis! Calendar,” which leads up to an important sequence of tables 
(pp. 20-25) Breen « (2) the dates on which Jewish Holidays and Festivals occur 
in all vears 18\%—1005; (4) how tocaleculate the dates for Jahrzeit or Barmitzvah. 
Mr. Jacobs, we are glad to note, has not omitted the form of prayer at the com- 
mencement of the new Solar Cycle, which will be used on the morning of Wed- 
nesday, April 7th, 1897. 

The “rea! Mr. Jacobs.” however, comes to the front on p. 27. Here beginsa 
series of statistical tables such as have surely never been cothpile “l before. Mr. 
Jacobs estimates that the Jewish population of the world was U.084,005 ten years 
ago, and that in 1806 the total probably reaches 11,000,000, Concerning the Jews 
of the British Empire, Mr. Jacobs gives most full particulars ; the total waaiber T 
reaches 147,49. Moreover, the Communal Statistics, which Mr. Jacobs appe nds, 
will be of priceless service to all who are interested in the welfare of the Jews of 
England. 

‘Metropolitan Institutions” occupy pages 34—63; Provincial Institutions, 
pp. ; Colonial, pp. The ris somewhat imperfect, but no doubt 
will be amplifie dd next year, when our Colonial brethren understand how very 
important it is that full particulars regarding their institutions should be supplied 
to Mr. Jac obs. There are. for two hewspapers tblished in Austr: alia 
and one at the Cape which ought to be mentioned on p. 128. The list, however, 
of Me tropolits in Institutions is very full: we miss only one of importance, viz, 
the “ Provincial Ministers’ Fund,” which is doing so much good work. ; 

Mr. Jacobs does more than enumerate the v various institutions: hé supplies 
enough ‘information to “ identify” them, to enable the reader to understand the 
nature and compass of their various enterprises. He gives us“ Unite d Synagogue 
Revenue and Expenditure,” and shows that the Jewish expenditure on local 
charities amounts to the respectable total of £108461. 

Following these lists, which are admirab ly arranged, comes another series of 
important articles. There isa“ Clergy List "—which is not quite complete (on 
the first page the Rev. Dr. J. Abrahams and the Rev. A. P. Bender, Mt. A., are 
omitted)—this is probably because the list is for the present restricted to Great 
Britain and Ireland. Here and there a slip occurs, as when the * Hollier 
Scholarship ” is deseribed (p. {)) as held at the London University. But these 
are trifles ; the list, as a whole, is a worthy record of Anglo-Jew ish progress. 

The “ Jewish P cerage, Baroneta: reand Knightage” is an excellent idea. So is 
the list of Jewish Members of Parliament. What, however, will very agreeably 
surprise most readers is the highly interesting list (p. 115) of “Jews in the Navy, 

Army and Auxiliary Forces.” It is quite astonishing to find how many sews 
hold commissions in Her Majesty's Army and Navy. Mr. Jacobs has rendered 
the community a signal service in providing this information, for which the Rey. 
Cohen is responsible, 

Of more general interest, perhaps, will be found the list of 
Celebrities of the Nineteenth Century.” <A fine array they form! 
It would be easy to find faults in the list; to ask why A. has aon included and 
B. omitted. Mr. Jacobs has antic ipated this kind of ca tious ynsure, and his 
explanation is perfectly adequate. The principle on which the list was com- 
piled has been “only to include those Jews who have found their way into 
recognised lists of celebrities. such as Cooper's Men of the Times, Vaperau's 
Dictionnaire, and works of similar standing.” Those readers who think as the ‘y 
go, may learn a sad lesson from the number of celebrated Jews to whose names 
asterisks are attac hed. ‘These are the names of convert d Jews, and the que stion 
sugvests itself: For how many of these losses is the Jewish community itself 
responsible? With subtle ingenuity, Mr. Jacobs has here supplied his readers 
with a puzzle, fully worthy of the consideration of every Jew and Jewess. 

“ Jewish Books of Reference ” oc uUpy pp. 126-128, and the list will be very 
serviceable. “er ‘n more useful are the “ Acts of Parhament Relating to Jews,” 
opening with “ 1702, An Act to oblige Jews to maintain and provide for their 
Protestant Children (repealed in 1846),” and closing with “1870, An Act for 
Confirming a Scheme of the Charity Commissioners for the Jewish United Syna- 
gogues.”. But Mr. Jacobs’ industry does not end in the mere enunciation of 
main Acts. He has also compiled a most valuable list of “ Miscellaneous Clauses 
in Acts.” Thus, a Clause in the Act of 1456, Sect. 21, declared that “ Marriages 
of Jews may be solemnised by lic ense "—a real step towards religious liberty. 
Besides these, Mr. Jacobs gives “ Trials and Leading Cases (pp. 132-4). Thus, 
in 1704, occurred the first divorce suit between an English Jew and Jewess. In 
1826, it was decided that “ Jews were entitled to vote in the election of a viear, 
but not Roman Catholics.” 

A very large space (pp. 1: — HY?) j 18 dev oted by Mr. Jac obs toa * glossary of 
Jewish Terms.” To this more reference will be made in our literary column on 
a future occasion. It must suffice to point out that it is wonderfully full and 
accurate. It 1s at once scholarly and popular. Mr. Jacobs e xpresses his indebt- 
ness to Dr. Friedlander, Mr. 8. Schechter, Mr. Israel Abrahams and Dr. Adler.

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THE OUTRAGES ON JEWS IN MOROCCO.

With reference to the Mzab troubles, about which I wrote to you In my 
letter of the cng inst., the last mails have brought us the Rerei! du Maroc, dated 
July loth, which e mt Lins a noteworthy article on that subject, addressed to the 
Dip om: itie C rps, ‘he following is a translation of the article :-— 

“ When the pillage of the Mzab Kasbah occurred, we received some heart- 
rending aceounts of the brutal and cow ardly actscommitted by the insurgents on 
the Jewish inhabitants there, but fearing that the first accounts might be 
exaggerated, we did not deem ourselves justified in giving them publicity. 
Uuhappily for the nies of those deeds, the accounts now prove to have been 
absolutely authent' The insurgents, after having completely sacked the 
Jewtsh quarter at Maal ». and given themselves over to Catragee o the worst kind 
on the women, sold them in the neighbouring markets. We have before us a very 
long list of the unfortunate women and young girls Po lot it was to be thus 
ireated. The Jews at Casablanca were compelled to raise subscriptions to enable 
them to send Arab agents to —e to ransom their luckless coreligionists. 

“Itis a long time since we have heard of deeds of this kind taking place 
in Morocco, deeds which show ; the state of mind of the Arabs in .the interior, 
with regard to m Bid, pale ans, and which necessitated remedial steps being 
immediat ely taken to compel the Government to deal out chastisement to the 
guilty ones and just reparation to the sufferers. 

We are not accustomed to take matters up au tragique in this journal, and 
we belong to that class of people who, hen forming an opinion of Moroccan 
events, always desire to bear in mind the general state of the country, the 
prejudices of the natives, and, finally, all those considerations which go toexplain, 
without justifving them, deeds which a large majority of the European public 
often criticise with excessive severity. But in the present instance, It 1s not 
merely a question of an isolated deed, or of the depredations which the 
riba bit, intsof a region given to anarchy have ordinarily to suffer.

Suc han attitade woul account to the Gere rnment for the zeal they display to 
obtain brilliant compensations whenever one of their nationality fi allsa victim to 
Mussulman fanaticism. But their silence, in the presence of such grave acts as 
those committed at Mzab, would be equivalent, on the part of their Govern- 
ments, to a solemn declaration of non-intervention in Moroceo in questions which

For many years past the master ta: lors hi id been taunted by the general public 
with “sweatin 2" their employes, but if the real facts were made known, it would 
le seen that the “sweating” complained of wasa perfect myth. Several well- 
kn ywn City houses had stated to the master tailors that they deeply deplored 
the present low prices that prevailed in the tailoring trade. Those firms had 
gone so lar as 1 Gagpid that the \ would be willing to subscribe £5) to a fund to 
be devoted to the prevention ‘of any garment being made under Is. $d. As the 
result of the combination of the masters and men, it had been decided to reduce 
the number of hours of the journcymen to twelve—from eight to eight. On the 
motion of Mr. M. Joseph (master tailor), reconded by Mr. M. Aneel} (master 
tailor), the f following resolution was ¢ arried : “That this combined meeting of 
masters and men pledges itself to support those engaged in the present strug: wle 
for an advance in prices and the limitation of the hours of labour from eight to 
eight, in orde Tr that each may share in the advantage gaine a.” 

The combination of masters and men has resultes di in immense advantage to 
both.

EDUCATION IN 


MOGADOR. 


| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


Mocapor, Avavsr 71H, 1896. 

The annual examination of the pupils of the Alliance Isra“lite Boys’ School, 
ably directed by M. Isaac Benchimol, was held on Tuesday last. Besides our 
new French Consul, M. Bertrand, there were a goodly number of visitors present, 
Christian and Jewish, the latter including Mrs. Corcos, directress of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association Girls’ School, aud Mr. Reuben Elmaleh, President of our 
community. 

Owing to unavoidable circtimstances; I was unf rtunately unable to be 
present at the first and most important part of the proceedings, but I was in 
time for the latter part of the examination, and for the distribution of prizes—a 
distinctly novel and most pleasing feature in the French school, and indeed, I 
may say, in the Mogador schools generally. The prizes, which consisted of a 
large number of richly bound volumes, judiciously chosen for each branch of 
instruction taught in the school, including Hebrew, had been sent by the Alliance 
Francaise of Paris, through the medium of the French Consul, who recently 
brought them w ith him. No better mark of apprec a ition could have been chosen 
by that Society in recognition of the work that is being done in Mogador by the 
Alliance Isra¢lite, and no better encouragement could have been given to the 
successful scholars than by thus publicly rewarding them for their assiduous 
efforts, or incentive to the less succe ssful ones, of whom there must always bea 
proportion in every class, to vie with their we I-deserving fellow pupils for better 
fortune in the future. These are beneficial elements which French patriotism 
and Frenchmen’s love for their beautiful languac ae out to pupils of French 
schools in semi-civilized countries. It is a pity that Englishmen in general do 
not show the same substantial appreciation of work which results in the exten- 
sion of the knowledge of their no less beautiful idiom, such as the substantial 
work that is being carried on in Mogador by the school of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, 

Notwithstanding my late arrival, T was able to see, by the expression on the 
faces of the persons present, and the comments made by some of them—I mean, 
of course, those whose education re nile red them competent to form a judgement, 
that the results must have been of a highly satisfactory nature, and fully testified 
to the conscientious zeal and ability, already known to me, which M. Benchimol 
exercises in the discharge of his arduous and sacred task. This impression was 
subsequently contirmed by the brief and grateful speech to which M. Bertrand 
gave utterance at the close of the proceedings. He said: “ France does not lose 
sight of the work of the Alliance leraélite Universelle to propagate the French 
language in countries where the light of education is wanting. I congratulate 
you, Monsieur Benchimol, on the brilliant results you have achieved. As the 
representative of France I thank you for them.” M. Benchimol, 
in addressing the audience, replied in the following terms: “The distribution of 
prizes is over, You are aware that rt is due to the Alliance Francaise, which has 
sent us the magnificent collection of volume s you have just seen, that this distri- 
bution of prizes has been enabled to take place. I am, therefore, happy to be 
able to express publicly my yratitude to the Alliance Francaise. But I have still 
another task of gratitude to perform. I th: snk you, Monsieur le Consulde France, 
for having kindly consented to preside at this examination; and I thank you 
likewise, ladies and gentlemen, for attending here in compliance with my invita- 
tion. In being present you show the great interest you take in the work of the 
Alliance Isra¢lite, whose aim is to elevate the minds of thé pupils frequenting its 
schools, and introduce a ray of Western civilisation in the ¢ 
bereft of the blessings of education, 

I should lke to take this opportunity of associating with the name of M, 
Benchimol that of M. David Haym, the former director of the Alhance Israelite 
School, through whose wonderful energy and determination of mind. notwith- 
standing all obstacles, coupled with a rare ability for tuition, the first solid 
foundation stone of French instruction was laid in Mogador. The completion 
of this work was subsequently transferred to the able hands of his no less 
capable and worthy successor, M. Benchimol. 

We, natives, have indeed much to be grateful for, and proud of, in the 
scholastic and enlightening institutions existing in Mogador, and which are due 
to the noblemindedness of those two distinguished bodies, the Anglo-Jewish 
Association of London, and the Alliance Israclite Universelle. May their efforts, 
and those of all other similar bodies, duly reap the full reward they aim at.

‘BARLY TRANSLATIONS OF THE JEWISH LITURGY IN 
ENGLAND. 


A TAPER READ BEFORE THE JEWISH HISTORICAL se OF ENGLAND 
By rue Rey. S. SINGER. 
( Concluded, ) 


The credit of producing the first printed Jewish Praver Book in the English 
languave belongs again to the Spanish and Portuguese branch of the community. 
Only this time, curiously saseelk it is not in London, but in New York, that it 
sees the hight. The book, a small quarto of 191 pages. 1s entitled Prayers for 
Shabbath, Rosh Hashanah and Kippur, or the Sabbath, the Beginning of the 
Year and the Day of Atonement ; with the Amidah and Musaph of the Moadim 
or Solemn Seasons: According to the Order of the S manish and Portuguese 
Jews, Translated by Isaac Pinto, and for him printed Vv John Holt, in New 
York, a.m. 5526 = 1766." The book may, however, by a little breadth of inter- 
pretation, be considered as covered by the title of this lecture, because in 1766, 
the United States had not vet formally severed their connection with England. 
Taking England by synecdoche for the British Empire, Isaac Pinto publishing 
his English Prayer Book in New York must be classed among the early transla- 
tors of the Jewish Prayer Book in England. ee oe 

The Preface is interesting, as it affords another indication of the state of 
Hebrew knowledge at the time. After expressing his conviction of the 
importance of Hebrew as a medium of Prayer, the translator continues that 
that language “ being imperfectly understood by many, by some not at all, it has 
been necessary to translate our Prayers in the language of the country wherein 
it hath pleased the Divine Providence to appoint our lot. In Europe, the 
Spanish and Portuguese Jews have a_ translation in_ Spanish, which, 
as they generally understand, may be ‘sufficient; but that not being the 
case in the British Dominions in America, has induced me to Attempt a Trans- 
lation, not without Hope that it may tend to the Improvement of many of my 
Brethren in their Devotion.” Pinto acknowledges his indebtedness to “ the 
elegant Spanish Translation” of “the Learned and Reverend H. H. R. Ishac 
Nieto. Asin the case of the Spanish translations to which I have referred, no 
Hebrew appears in the book, and this fact would seem to show that there must 
have been an appreciable number of persons in the last century, who, for purposes 
of private worship, at least, and perhaps also while in attendance at synagogue, 
depended upon English alone in their devotions, 

Some crudities there are in this translation, but few serious mistakes, and 
the style has a genuine devotional ring, as a single passage will testify. It is 
THE CONFESSION OF THE MUSAPH, OF RABBENU SHEM TOB BEN ARDUSIEL. 

Ribbono Shel Olam. 

Lord of the World! When I consider, that the lustre of my Youth is departed, and 
that my Prospects are all of them become as a mere Shadow; while my Sins appear red 
as Scarlet, although my Locks are white as Snow, according to the Great Number of 
Years, wasted in the Pursuit of every Lust, and which have been spent in transgressing 
every Precept; now alas! at an End without Hope; I almost despair the obtaining a 
Reformation, or that I shall be able to repent, while the Time is thus short, and the 
Labour exceeding great. Oh when will the Time come (I was wont to say), That I may 
publickly confess the sins I have with Presumption Committed; Now that the Time is 
come, how shall | confess, inthe few hours I have remaining, the Sins and Iniquities which 
I have committed? Oh that [ should even be able to mention them, when to enumerate 
them, Words would be wanting: If to write them, Books and Volumes would not contain 
them: Days and Nights would be consumed in the Confession, andthere would yet remain 
the greatec Part to be confessed. Nevertheless, if with’ pleasing and mellifluent Words 
implore Forgiveness of my Transgressions, how good, and how agreeable would it be ? 
will begin then with the Confession of the Sin of an Evil Tongue; I will entreat with 
tender Exvressions, for the Sin of the Dissoluteness of Speech. As the Mouth hath been 
the Occasion of the Crime, may it now be the Instrument of obtaining Pardon. But alas! 
How shall the Speech of Lips be able to obtain Forgiveness for the Blood wherewith the 
Hands are stained, or for the Violence they have done. For the Sins past and present 
already perpetrated and committed. Of what avail can the Confession of a deceitful 
Tongue be’ What Advantage can it be to him that is laden with Wickedness, the many 
unprofitable Confessions, however frequent. they may be made? For the Expiation of 
Transgression doth not consist in the Multitude of Words: Is the Health of the Soul to 
be obtained by the Motion of the Lips, however Eloquent, whils* the Heart retaineth 
malice, and the Thought« are immersed in every Abomination? And although my Tears 
should fall in Drops, as the Rain, to entreat for the Sin which I have committed against 
thee through error; I should nevertheless be accountable before thy divine Tribunal, for 
the Sin which L have presumptuously committed against thee: Or if I were to hope 
obtaining (as it were by a Miracle) Pardon for the Sin which I have committed against 
thee by Constraint; Woe of me, if I must suffer Pain both in Body and Mind, for the Sin 
which I have committed against thee, with my Free Will. And although I earnestly 
intreat, and my Pardon be granted for the Sin which I have committed against thee in 
Secret: yet my Heart would be parched up in the Fire of Terror, for the Sin which I 
have committed against thee in Public. Or if I should say, I will for this Time, fly from 
thy Presence, until thine Anger be passed over; how inconsistent! When the whole 
Earth is full of thy Glory, and there is none to deliver from thy Power; the very grave 
is naked hefore thee; Whither shall I fly from thy Presence, when there is nothing hid 
from thine Eves? If Lascend up into Heaven, thon art there; and if I make the Grave 
my Bed, thou art there. I will be Dumb, and put my Hand to my Mouth ; I am ashamed and 
Confounded. With Heart fearful, and trembling, absorpt, and amazed in Mind, the Thonghts 
in Suspense, unable to determine between liberty and constraint, possible and impossi >le ; 
uncertain which may be the most proper,whether to stand or fly,whetherto be feariu: ur nave 
Hope: halting between two Opinions; whether I ought to call my Iniquities to Mind, or 
endeavour tv forget them; whether I should speak or hold my Peace? O the dreadful 
Situation! If Il am silent my whole Frame trembles; And if I speak my Crimes are then 
discovered: O the Remorse of my Heart, at my past Life ! it I think of hiding my 
Iniquity in my own Bosom, and to lodge it in my own Breast. my Countenance would be 
an Evidence of my Guilt: But above all, the Judge intuitively beholdeth the most 
profound Secrets: and before him there is no Oblivion. He respecteth not Persons, nor 
will he receive Bribes. How very precious a thing is the Redemption from Sin, and how 
shall I, that am poor and indigent in good Works, be able to obtain Purification. I will 
therefore bow down my Head as a Reed, my Tears tinged with my Blood through Grief: 
And Inwardly [ am rent in Pieces through Anguish. 

But I stand self-reproved, my own Mind answering me with Encouragement, saying: 
Although the Judge is awful and tremendons, yet earnestly intreat for Redemption, for 
there is still Time ; nor dispair obtaining Mercy, For the Sun is yet high, and hastened 
not yet to set, as a perfect Day: That there may be Time for thy penitential Cry, and a 
Door opened to thy Prayer, to grant thy Request: And although thy Crime be ever so 
great, God is still infinitely greater to forgive, and if thy Sins are as the Waters of the 
Sea, and the Waves thereof, and thy Offences as the Stars of Heaven and their Hosts, 
consider that the Mercy of the Lord is Eternal: And if thy Iniquities surpass the Clouds, 
his divine Favour excelleth the Heavens, even the highest Heavens. 

Messrs. Joseph Jacobs and Lucien Wolf assert (*") that the Mahamad would 
not allow this translation to appear in England. — If this is a fact it is a verv 
mysterious one, considering that the Spanish translation of Nieto had been pro- 
duced with the licence of the Mahamad twenty-six years earlier. However, the 
ways of congregations are sometimes mysterious, and their earlier course is not 
always a guide to that which they will later adopt. But this other fact also 
remains, that whatever the Spanish Jews in those days undertook was done with 
a happy union of knowledge, dignity and zeal. I wish we could say the same of 
the German and Polish element of that period, Zeal there may have been, but 
there was little either of knowledge or dignity. Thus there is a volume entitled

(Gamaliel, p. 163),

He shall accept of their prayers, and of their desire of the whole house of Israel, offer'd 
up before him, who is their father which is in heaven, and ye shall say, -lmen. 

Cong. Amen. The name of the Lord shall be blessed, from now unto the end of the 
world, for ever. 

The Al Chet becomes as follows ‘in his hands :— 

And for the sin which we have sinned against thee with a lofty neck 
paintingoureye .. . with the help of a cross-eye . . . . with an uncovered, 
or light and giddy head. . ° And for the sins for which we deserved (the four 
dying sentences of the house or hands of justice) Stoning, Burning, Slaughtering, 
Strangling. on account of statutes commanded to be observed and on account of statutes 
commanded not to be observed, whether they be subsistant, thou shalt perform them ; and 
if they be not subsistant thou shalt perform; yea those discovered unto us, and even those 
which are not discovered unto us, we have already spoke of them unto thee, ete 

But the topmost summit of absurdity is reached in Gamaliel ben Pedahzur's 
version of R. Ishmael’s thirteen exezetical rules by which the Torah 1s 
expounded :— 

Rabbi Yeshmioel saith, that the law is preached in thirteen different ways, by con- 
cluding the easy from the difficult, and from jadging between two equalities, from a main 
text written in one place and from a main text written in two several places, from generals 
and particulara, and from particulars and generals ; the general and particular and general, 
you cannot judge but asa particular of generals; for it must be of particulars, and of a 
particular; for that must be from a general, and all things that have been generals, and 
proceed from generals, to learn and not to learn, answer for themselves, but to learn of the 
generals answers all ; and everything that was in the generals and went to reason any other 
reasoning not to the purpose, is counted easy and not difficult, and everything that was in 
general and went to judge of a new thing, thou couldst not answer him to generals till the 
text is turn'd to generals explained, as learning the matter from its circumstances, anil 
learning the matter from its conclusions. And so it is with two texts that contradict éach 
other till the third text comes in and determines between them. (*) 


The translator considerately adds in a note, “ This paragraph of R. Yeshmoel 
is just the same incoherence in the Hebrew as it is here jn the English.” The 
excuse recalls the well-known method of the school-boy who hands in incompre- 
hensible translations of classical authors and defends himself by pleading that 
the obscurity is in the original. The argument is rarely accepted as conclusive by 
judges. 

Efforts were made, when -the century had passed three score and ten, to 
improve upon Gamaliel, and, partly with this avowed object, the first English 
translation of the Prayer-Book as a whole was produced by B. Myers and A. 
Alexander, It was not a very decided step in advance, and what was best in the 
book must have been due to Mr. Myers rather than to Mr. Alexander. This is 
the conclusion one arrives at on examining Alexander's independent work. Lam 
sorry to say Alexander translated the whole of the Festival Prayers of the Por- 
tuguese Rite. It wasa melancholy performance. Indeed, it almost seems as if 
the worst literary service ever rendered to the Portuguese was done by an 
Ashkenazi, and, as an Ashkenazi, I feel inclined to apologise to them. In justiée 
to our sister community, | should mention ‘that the translation does not bear 
the Imprimatur of the Mahamad. Wise Mahamad! 

Mr. Alexander was a bold, bad book-maker. He published, among many 
other things, a MYPHNA? AMND ABD or “ A Key to Part of the Hebrew Liturgy,’ 
which, for its size, is about as big a fraud as I know, page after page being lifted 
bodily, without acknowledgment or hint, from Abendana’s work of nearly eighty 
years before—a sort of liturgical resurrection pie. What his style and that of his 
“assistants ’ was like you may gather from a specimen taken from the Hagadah, 
which was their joint production. It appeared in 1770, and was the first edition 
of that portion of our liturgy printed with a translation and directions in English. 

On the first and second night of Passover, the table at every family’s honse is set off 
thus: The table cloth is on as usual; in the middle of the table stands a large dish cover'd 
with a napkin, on the napkin is laid a large Passover cake, mark'd with three notches, 
which cake is called DR" /sraelite, that cake is cover'd with a napkin, and on the napkin 
is laid a second cake, with one notch, which cake is called "99 Leite, that cake is cover'd 
with a napkin, and on the napkin is laid a third cake, with one notch, which is called }"3* 
a priest of the tribe of Aaron, that cake is cover'd with a napkin; on which stands a plate, 
and in the plate there is a tshank bone of a shoulder with a small matter of meat on ir, 
which is burnt quite brown, gn the fire. {A small quantity of raw charvil, §a cup with salt 
water, ||an egg roasted hard in hot ashes that it may not be broke, a stick Cot horse raddish, 
with the green top to it, **a couple of round balls about the bigness of a pigeon's egg, are 
made of bitter almonds, pounded with apples, &c. . 

Every person at the table has his glass, or cup, fill'd with wine, at this ceremony four 
different times, as hereafter mentionetl, which is called in Hebrew MNDID YIW four cups 
though at supper many more are made use of, but at the ceremonies, no more than four. 

ttThe seat of the master is three chairs, set close together, in imitation of a couch, at 
pow Pass of which are put pillows toraise it high, for the master to lean on whilst he sits at 
table 

tiIn all families, the meanest of the Hebrew servants are seated at table these two 
nights with their masters and mistresses, and the rest of their superiors. One cup of wine 
is always set on the table extraordinary, for Elias, the Prophet, to drink of (which is 
always drank by the youngest at table, in his stead), and always filled, when the rest are at 
the ceremonies, All things being thus in proper order, and everyone having first washed 
their hands, and seated round the table, the master of the family takes his cup of wine in 
his right hand (the rest at the table doing the same) he and all together with him in 
concert, sayeth

prived of, being there 
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equal, and are obliged to give the same ceremonial thanks for their redemption. 


It is not easy to keep one’s countenance as one reads that what our ancestors 
ate in the land of Egypt was “ the likeness of this poor bread ;” that it was called 
*“ poor on account it was hard to digest”; that “Thou didst release from the 
hon’s den he who interpretated the horrors of the night :” that “He who con- 
cealed blasphemy desiring exaltation his corps didst thou cause to purify at 
night ;" that “Agagi retained an aversion”—the translator's way of saying 
that Haman bore Israel a grudge—and that the writing on the wall was the 
work of “the hand that wrote to root out the root on the Passover.” 

[ have already reached the fair limit of a paper of this kind. and I leave for 
next session the continuation of our subject hick will take up the thread where 
I now drop it, but will mainly concern itself with David Levi, the man, his writings 
and his times, 

One word of caution in conclusion. Let it not for a moment be imagined 
that, much as we value and ought to value accuracy in rendering and urity of 
style. these are the absolutely indispensable concomitants of depth nol warmth 
of religious feeling. It would go hard with the vast majority of mankind not 
only in the past, but probably in the present also, if such were the case. True 
enough it is—and Lam prepared to withdraw anything I may ever have said or 
implied to the contrary—that, as George Eliot has somewhere said, it is quite 
possible to be ignorant of all the concords and habitually to violate them, and at 
the same time to be in no wise lacking in the higher spiritual graces—perfect 
sincerity of heart and genuine devotion. 


BOOKS AND BOOKMEN, 


“ Philosophy in its National Developments” is the title of a new series of 
books undertaken by Professor Knight, of St. Andrew's University, (John 
Macqueen, Strand). “The idea underlying the series is that philosophical opinion 
in the various schools which have arisen in History has not been the exclusive 
product of the minds of their reputed Founders, but that the characteristics of 
each Race have also shaped its Philosophy.” Professor Knight has obtained the 
adhesion of Professor Max Miiller, Professor Rhys-Davids, Mr. F. V. Dickens, 
Professor Ritchie, Mr. G. F. Stout (editor of Mind) and of many others. The 
volume on the Jews has been entrusted to the present writer. 


Mr. Amos Kidder Fiske has written q faulty book on a good theme. His 
work on “The Jewish Scriptures” (London, D. Nutt, 1896) is an attempt to 
present the results of the “ Higher Criticism " in a simple and untechnical form. 
He says that “he has endeavoured to absorb for his own enlightenment the 
results of the studies of the great scholars of Europe upon the subject during 
the last thirty years, and has tried to condense within the compass of one 
moderate volume the fruits of that endeavour.” An excellent idea; but 
unfortunately it is badly executed. The author has net absorbed the results of 
recent Biblical research. In many directions his knowledge is imperfect. He 
does not represent the present state of opinion on the question of the stay in 
Egypt; he has no knowledge, also, of Budde’s discoveries on the Elegiac rhythm 
in Hebrew. Part 1. (ch. xxxvi.) on “ Literary Depression” is a strange jumble, 
from which Cheyne’s * Origin of the Psalter” might have saved the author, had 
he “absorbed” that book. He has apparently not studied the Tel Amarna 
tablets, or he would not have said, as he does on p, 120, that in the time of Saul 
and David: “the extent to which writing was then used must have been 
extremely limited.” So, too, Mr. Fiske’s esthetic judgment is greatly at fault. 
He speaks of the earlier prophets as “declaimers rather than writers” (p. 142), 
and worse still, describes Ruth as an “antique gem in a rude setting,” as if poetry 
has often attained a higher note than in some of the sublime utterances of Ruth. 
Why Mr. Fiske should venture to make such remarks while admitting that his 
work is based on “a studious searching of the Jewish Scriptures in our English 
lesion” is not at all clear. When he does venture on. Hebrew, he is much at 
sea, as when he tells us that Malachi ought to be AMaleaki—which it certainly 
ought not, 


But least modern of all is his rationalism. Here he has not only not absorbed 
modern ideas, but he has gone back to the eighteenth century. One instance 
must suflice ; it oceurs on p. 25. I cite it, because it may serve to illustrate the 
attitude of many wh» fondly believe themselves.to be at the “modern” 
anudpoint 

In migrating in semi-tropicil desert lands it has always been the custom to rest in 
cam in the daytime, and to linger for days together where verdure and water are found, 
and to make marches from point to point by night. The column cf smoke rising in the 
serene atmosphere from the central camp, and the torches carried on long poles at the head 
of the marching column, doubtless gave rise to the legend of the pillar of cloud by day and 
the pillar of fire by night. ‘The continual altar fires during a period of halt became a c!oud 
enveloping the ark. 

Nor is there anything modern in his attack on “ craft, perlidy, treachery, and 
barbarous atrocities attributed to the divine command.” If Higher Criticism has 
a merit at all, it has destroyed this attack and turned its point, For the primitive 
folk had other notions than the later Israelite, and there is no more justice and 
no more sense in using these terms of the Bible than of any primitive stories, 
The words are entirely out of place in a book which claims to represent the 

Higher Criticism.” I admit that this criticism has often been anti-Semitic. But 
it is ceasing to be so, and the best writers are now adopting a very different tone 
in dealing with the ideas of ancient peoples.

“ Myers's Jewish Annual and Calendar ” for 1805-7, possesses its usual features 
of interest. It has a story, entitled “ Dan Barnard’s Disappearance,” besides 
certain valuable information and the usual calendar ‘(with an original spelling 
for the First Adar J" WS, as well as another equally unusual piece of ortho- 
graphy on page 5). But what arrests attention most, is the extraordinary 
* Chronological Table ” which appears on p. 64. In this table, there are exactly 
twenty-eight entries, Of these, the first is, “‘Adam died (3) A.M.,” the last, 
* Death of Dr. Nathan Marcus Adler, Chief Rabbi of the United Kingdom and 
British Dominions 180) C.E.” Or again, the third from the beginning ts: 
= Deluge 1656 A.M.,.” the third from the end, “ Death of Sir George Jessel, 1883 
A.M.” It is surely the most extraordinary list ever printed, and the editor may 
be congratulated on his originality. It thoroughly beats Lindo, while Nieto 1s 
notin it. But forall that, the compilation has its uses and deserves some 
measure of support. The present is its twenty-fifth issue, 


It is scarcely possible to keep pace with the growing literature on the 
“ Anglo-Israelite ” Identity theory, I have just read of the latest of these publica- 
tions, by Colonel Edward Fox Angelo, It iscalled “ Ephraim, or the Present Loca- 
tionsof the Hebrew Tribes” (London, Elliot Stock, 14%). The writer, in his intro- 
duction, admits that some of his predecessors have “hurried on with a careless- 
ness which has involved the admission of flaws in their links of evidence ; and 
these links must be submitted to severe examination, and may have to be 
eliminated.” What, then, is the author's own attitude and method’ Alas, he 
has the same incoherence, the same courageous audacity as the rest of his 
school. To see what his style of argument ‘is, one citation will suffice. I 
should premise that the author writes from Rottnest, Western Australia : 

But one figure remains to be named and identified, and it must be Asher, since that is 
the only patriarchal tribe that is left unlocated. What is it? Israel's description of 
Asher is that “ his bread shall be fat, and he ehall yield royal dainties.”” Moses said: “ Let 
Asher be blessed with children: let him be acceptable to his brethren, and let him dip his 
foot in oil, Thy shoes shall be iron and brass, and as thy days so shall thy strength be.” 
If America is Manasseh, why cannot Australia be identified as Asher? There is no lack 
of bread in it. Children are numerous. Its assumption of responsible government is 
acceptable to its brethren in Europe. Oil, though in no large quantity, is a product of the 
country ; in fact, I manufacture it here on this little island and it cannot be denied that 


Australia yields royal dainties, by producing, and forwarding to the mother country in | 


abundance, pearls, gold and other minerals; fruit, meal and other luxuries. Isaiah (1lix.) 
predicted that Israel should have offspring a/fer ut had lost the other (Ame. ica), who should 
say again, “ The place ie too strait for me; give place that I may dwell.” From this I 
infer that Asher is Australia, Moreover, the word translated “Sinim"in the English 
version of Isaiah is actually rendered in the Vulgate, from which the translation is made 
by the word “ Australi.”

his way through the crowd of street scliers on Sunday morning, forms the sub- 
ject of a somewhat sarcastic but not unkindly article in the new weekly paper, 
The Rocket. Under the title of “A Jaunt to Jerusalem,” we are taken through 
Middlesex Street, introduced toa “ lusty-tongued Hebrew, dressed in a ‘loud ’ 
check suit,” we see the women and the children and the market, which is aptly 
compared in its universality to an al fresco second-hand Whiteley’s. Of course, 
such comestibles as fried fish, salt herrings and pickled gherkins come,in for a 
passing mention, but the writer truthfully remarks that all who gather in 
Petticoat Lane on a Sunday»morning to buy and sell are not Jews, there are 
Atheists, Christians and Lascars to swell the multitude, but the most picturesque 
figure in the description is that of an alien Jew lately arrived from Russia. The 
article leads us to wonder when the Jew, as a source of “ copy,” will vanish from 
the pages of our magazines, and our novels,and from our modern dramas and 
even burlesques. Of a certainty, a feature of fia de siecle writing is the introdue- 
tion of the interesting—not necessarily virtuous—Jew in Opposition to the 
traditional Shylock. Lb. 

It is a pity that a work so full of research and fact as “ Die Judenge- 
meinden des Mittelalters" (bearing special referencé to the Jews of the 
ancient city of Ulm) should be marred by such blurred vision on the part of 
the author. We should not have expected a man of the standing of Eugen 
Niibling, who moreover writes for the cultured class, to think so 
narrowly of the Jewish character as to conclude that what was a necessity in 
the Middle Ages attaches to the freer atmosphere which we now breathe. It 
is but to make an ill use of his learning, which might have been turned to 
good account ; and his book cannot now afford pleasure, though it may yield 
information, to any impartial reader of his own day. He tells us that 
“ Jews are by inherent choice wholesale dealers, importers and exporters over 
the seas, and in so far their commercial pursuits are beneficial to other nations 
to whom the Jew represents a kind of international guest. But we must 
never look upon the Jew as a member of the nation among whom he dwells— 
his feeling of loyalty and faith are given to Judaism, never to his land or 
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home.” Such statements as these would really seem too absurd to contradict 
at the present day, if they were not so frequeitly repeated by men who 
ought to know better. They form, moreover. the stock-in-trade of the anti- 
Semitic party in Germany, and, if only for that reason, the author should 
have kept silence rather than pen sentences embodying such views. That he 
can learn no better lesson from the History of the Ty ranny of the Middle 
Ages only proves his shortsightedness and his inability to sift and weigh the 
evidence which he has collected. 


During the Middle Ages the Jews of Germany could not be loyal to 
their country because their country would not give them even the mghts of 
citizenship ; they were only tolerated as protéges and had to pay Schutzgeld for 
the privilege of dwelling in any city. And even under those conditions of 
injustice and oppression, as again has been shown in our day in Russia, 
instances were not wanting of Jews who served the interests of their King 
and country at great personal sacrifice. It is true enough that Jewish 
merchants lived only at the great centres of trade—but was it not so equally of 
all merchants—Jewish and otherwise ? Where should they live? Herr Niibling 
would hardly expect to find fishermen living on the tops of mountains, or the 
grower of wheat in Piccadilly. | Failing any higher quality, one might hope 
for a due sense of humour to save us from such absurdities. As a compiler 
of facts, Herr Niibling deserves praise. His book shows great industry in 
research, and as a guide to facts it may serve a more clearsighted student, 
who will find ample information about Jewish congregations, from the days of 
the Romans forward, But he must learn to draw his own conclusions,
